Application Status 

Claims 1 and 9-1 1 are currently pending in this application. 

In response to a previous Office action, a non-final action (mailed on September 
8, 2008), Applicants filed an amendment on April 15, 2009, amending claims 1, and 
canceling claim 8 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1 and 9-1 1 are under consideration and are present for examination.

Claim 1 A method of increasing the production of an ant i b i ot i c biologically active 
compound in an Aeromicrobium erythreum cell wherein the biologically 
active compound ant i b i ot i c is derived from (2S)-methylmalonyl-CoA, the 
method comprising the step of inhibiting transcription of a cob(1)alamin 
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adenosyltransferase gene by insertional mutagenesis in the cob(1)alamin 
adenosyltransferase gene; 



wherein the ant i b i ot i c biologically active compound is selected from the 
group consisting of an immunosuppressant, an anti-fungal agent, an anti- 
parasitic agent, an antibiotic, and an animal feed promotant; and wherein 
the production of the ant i biot i c biologically active compound is increased 
when compared to production of the same biologically active compound 
by a corresponding cell wherein the activity of methylmalonyl-CoA mutase 
is not inhibited. 



Claim 35 (New). The method of claim 1 wherein the biologically active compound is 
an antibiotic .
